2.  The  most  certain  way  to  destroy  bugs  is,  to  put  the  bed-stead 
into  a  close  room,  and  set  fire  to  the  following  composition,  placed  in 
an  iron  pot  upon  the  hearth.  Having  previously  closed  up  the 
chimney,  then  shut  the  door  :  let  them  remain  a  day.  Sulphur,  10 
parts;  saltpetre, powdered,  1  part.  Mix.  Be  sure  to  open  the  door 
of  the  room  five  or  six  hours  before  you  venture  to  go  into  it  a  second 
time. 

TO   CLEAN   BRAS?. 

1.  Finely-powdered  sal-ammoniac ;  water  to  moisten.  2.  Roche 
alum,  1  part ;  water,  16  parts.
